RESTRICTING PUBLIC 
WORKS. 
i 

(Daily Press, November 30th.) 

So nearthe close ofjthe year 1907, uch of 
the information in the report of the Director 
of Public Works for 1906, laid before the 
Legislative Council on Thursday, must 
necessarily seem stale. Much of it, however, 
belated as itis, is “ news” for the simple 
reason that it has hitherto been locked up 
in official archives. Its most conspicuous 
feature is the stress it lays upon the “ hard- 
up-neas” of the Government, which has 
had to put the brake on public works for 
reasons of) economy, the finances of the 
Colony having reached a stage at which, as 
our readers already know, the alvernatives 
are increased taxation, a public loan, or 
restriction of aubleeerks. On the item of 

raonal emoluments and other charges, 
$283,022 were voted, and only $203,068 
spent. This saving was, 80 to speak, acci- 
dental, the Government profiting by the rise 
in exchange. The estimates were prepared 
on the basis of a one-and-eightpeuny dollar, 
and the average actual rate at which salaries 
were paid was 2s, 1§4. When the next 
report shall appear, it will be seen that thia 
saving ia considerably reduced, in 1907, 
owing to Sir Marraew Naruan’s repre- 
sentations with regard to the officials’ 
title to compensation. On annually recurrent 


-works there was also a saving, $412,250 


being voted, and only $379,797 expended. 
This was effected in spite of the fact that 
the estimates were exceeded in the caso of 
Kowloon works, gas lighting of rords 
there, and the waterworks. For public 
works extraordinary, $1,889,524 were voted, 
and $1,463,868 speot. Under this vote, 
it was intended to construct the first section 
of a new prison to be situated at the 
base of the southern slopes of the Kowloon 
range of hills. A survey and some plans 
were made, and then orders were given to 
stpone the work. No expenditure was 
incurred, thereby releasing asuin of $12,000. 
With the new Law Courts still under con- 
struction, much better progress was made 
than in 1905, but even then not so much as 
was anticipated by the vote. The typhoon 
retarded the work considerably. On an 
average, 167 masons were at work on the 
building every day. The uew post office 
being more directly under easy observation 
of the public, had sometimes given rise to 
the criticism that it was getting on tou slow- 
ly. The Director of Public Works reports 
that even in 1906 substantial progress was 
made, and in the current year it has 
certainly advanced more visibly. The 
repairs and extensions to the Post Office at 
Shanghai, completed during the year under 
review, cost $25,381. The new quarters for 
officers at Taipo, including a stable with 
loose-box, two stalls, barness room and 
coach house, could not be lcft over this year 
when the Government and its critics 
were talking so much about unecessary 
economy. It appears the work was com- 
leted as long ago as March (1906?) and 
cost $31,552, What are called ‘savings ” 
in this report are not really all tbat the 
word might seem toimply. It is explained 
that some of them merely mean that stores 
ordered from the Crown Agents did not 
arrive in time to be charged against the 
votes. As there are always delays from that 
quarter, we may count on annual savings, 
which will not, however, much assist the 
Colony’s decision to economise till better 
times. 

The principal items on which expenditure 
soaneeel in excess of the provision made iu the 
Estimates or for which no provision had been 
made were := 
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“ Harbour Office” ($17,142.60), “ Western 
Maerkat” ($12.299 93), “‘ Post Office Shanghai” 
($15,381.35), “Railway to Canton, Survey and 
Vrelimioary Work” ($31,117.84), “ Forming 
and Kerbing Streets” ($39.205.36), “ Tytam 
Tuk Scheme ” ($9.972.18), ‘ Gunpowder Depdt, 
Green Island” ($14,652.93), “Typhoo Dam- 
ages ' ($68,949.51). 

In addition to the foregoing. a considerable 
exceas expenditure was inourred under tha 
heading “New Roads in New Territories,” 
which vote was largely applied to the construo- 
tion of the railway batweea Tai Po and Lo Fa 
Ferry, the intention being to utilize the route 
asaroad until it b-came necessary to lay the 
rails for tha railway, but. asa sum of $42,402.06 
was refunded from the Railway Loan Aco unt, 
the amount appearing as Public Works Kx- 
penditure was correspondingly reduced. Two 
some of $3,200 and £2 5 10 reapectively were con- 
{tributed by the Military Authorities towards 
the extension of the Kowloon City Road in the 
direction of Customs Pasa and the improvement 
of tha road to Kowlvon Pass and these amounts 
also do not appear as Pablic Works Expendi- 
ture, 

Really, in the aggregate, the votes did not 
exceed the actual expenditure by so much 
as two per cent. of the total, but comparing 
the two years, the Colony spent $331,805 
less in 1906 than it did in 1905, the 
respective totals being $2,046,734 and 
$2,378,540. That was chiefly a reduction 
of Public Works Extraordinary.

It means the perils consequent on, or inci- 
dental to, the navigation of the sea, that is 
to say, perila of the seas, fire, war perils. 
pirates, rovers, thieves, captures, seizures, 
restraints, and detainments of princes and 
peoples, jettisons, barratry, and any other 
perils, either of the like kind or which may 
be desiguated by the policy. Careless stowage 
does not amount to barratry, and it cannot 
come under the heading of knowledve which 
the assured coyjd have and conceal from the 
assurer. Whether it affects the implied 
warranty that the vessel shall be seaworthy 
is a question the lay mind should be shy to 
answer, though it would seem not. The 
assured makes no warranty to the under- 
writers that the master and crew shall do 
their duty during the voyage, and their 
negligence or misconduct 1s no defence to 
an action on the policy, so that the Japanese 
decision against the China Traders’ In- 
curance Co. Ltd. seems to have equared 
also with the English law as epitomized by 
Duckworta.

callous or even ruthless eutity. Adhering 
tu the simile, there is one phenomenon at 
least which may ba said to entitle Natare 
to some credit for mercy. This is that 
limitation of the mind by which man is 
usually prevented from at once realising 
the fuil nature and extent of things that 
happea to him. We speak of events that 
stuo, but that is when realization is over- 
coming the mercifully dulled perceptivedess. 
Without leaning unduly to pessimism, 
it may be admi'ted that a very large pro- 
portion of earthly happenings are stuoning, 
aud if ali were to “come home” to us 
promptly, the joy of life would scarcely be 
a realizable asset, When, for example, there 
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has been some great catastrophe, or when 
someone netr and dear has been taken 
away, cymplete consciousness of the trouble 
rarely bursts upon the afflicted: while it 
Insinuates itself. man has time, us it were 
unconsciously, to get used to the idea, to 
brace himself for the culmination of horror 
that would otherwise be overwhelming. 

Of course the thing works both ways. It is 
not an unmixed blessing; and there are 
times when our slowness to reach complete 
realization of the full significance of events 
permits avoidable things, like war, and 
crime, to take place. Just as the scene 
possible to one glance or fixed gaza is 
coufined within a frame whose shape may 
be called a horiz yutal oval, so the brain per- 
ceives clearly to begin with only the objects 
In immediate focus. Ifthere be any virtue 
in the proverb “look before - ou leap,” the 
injunction must be obeyed with a deli- 
berately roving eve. We must look around 
to get a sense of proportion. 

Sympathy with the contemporary sorrows 
of our neighbours suggested these reflec- 
tions, but the real inspiration of the 
preambulatory train of thought was a 
sudden though belated recognition of the 
change in China indicated by the last 
published minutes of the Shapghai Chamber 
of Commerce. One has been hefring of the 
progress of railways in North China, but 
the immediate effect was to turn attention 
to the comparative backwardness of the 
same development in South China; and it 
required something concrete, like the letter 
of Noel, Murray and Co. Ltd. to the 
Chamber, to awaken us toa realization of 
the exfent of the real changes that have 
been taking place in the Empire. When it 
has become necessary to agitate for the 
collection of statistics of imports moved by 
rail from the port to the interior, it is easier 
to grasp the fact thatthe old ways, the 
slow, leisure'y ways, have heard their own 
death-knell. Tio come at once t? the 
pragmatic aspect, it is satisfactory to note 
that the Railway Comuissioners expressed 
willingness to co-operate with the Chamber 
in securing such complete figures as alone 
make the information useful. In the beginn- 
ing they propose to charge nothing, Lut 
when the work increases to auy extent, as 
it undoubtedly will do, they will expect 
the Chamber to bear the cost of such extra 
clerical assistance as may be required.

WEST RIVER PIRACY.

There can now be little doubt, notwith- 
stand ng Dr. Morrison’s tolerant cautions 
at the China Association dinner, as to the 
correct view to take of the Canton agitation 
concerning the armed patrol of the West 
River. Peking takes the same view of it 
that foreigners do. The central authorities 
have told the Cantonese that their interven- 
tion in this matter is impertinent, and a 
merely futile stirring up of bad feeling. 80, 
though we have periodically reminded our- 
selves in the manner of Dr. Moggison that 
what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander, we may safely and without any 

ualms of conscience “ go the whole hog” 
in denduncing the men and the manners of 
this Jatest manifestation of chauviuiam. It 
may,be comfortable for the Canton Viceroy 
to point out helolessly that there have 
always béun pirates on the West River, but 
that isnot the spirit in which the Britich 
1aékle’a noisnice. Tiere had always been 
pirates and slave traders on the African 
coasts, but there are not many now, wher- 
ever British sailors-took a band in the game 
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of suppression. Ag our readers know very 
well, the Cantonese idea of subscribing 
money for gunboats with which to police 
the river themselves, without the resented 
foreign assistance, is merely a pretty argu- 
ment thrown in to make weight and 
demonstrate their pstriotism. If they 
were allowed to have their own way 
in this, and had no lack of money to 
spend, the piracy would still continue, 
simply because the evil has never been 
tackled in the right spirit by the Chinexe 
officials, Their attitude toward it is 
sufficien'ly revealed by the Viceroy’s remark 
that it has always existed. [t ia not as if 
the Chinese had not had the gunboats, for 
we have heard from time to time of their 
presence, when the very criminals they were 
supposed to be looking out for boarded and 
pirated them! The samme gunboats or guard 
boats, manned by British, would have 
sufficed to restore order long before this. 
They would have been made to suffice. 
Even with their native crews, they could 
have done good service, if well..fficered. It 
was this or some such reflection that must 
have prompted the arranzement by which 
the officers of the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms were to supervise and conduct the 
campaign against the law-breikers. That 
solution of the difficulty must also Lave been 
welcomed by the diplomats as an excellent 
way of avoiding any such Chinese loss of 
face’ as the Cantonese are now pretending 
to lament. It was Sir Jonw~ Jorpan who 
suggested it, and tha Waiwupu who alter a 
year’s considvration seem tu have appreciated 
it properly. The Customs officers are 
experience! in hunting and catching 
smugglers, and so it seems natural and 
easy that they should now be expected 
to extend their organization to cover the 
worse offence, which has a very similar 
environment to that in which they have been 
regularly employed. The local officials, if 
they had been honest over this question, 
could not have thought of losing face by 
such an arrangement, for their cv-opera‘ion 
on shore, whitaer the pirates usually betake 
themselves when not professiovally engagad, 
or when pursued, could have been made 
very valuable. The territorial officials, how- 
ever, s3em to have had their own reasons 
for resisting the arrangement as long as 
they could, aod it has been openly ullezed 
that the recent Canton meetings were 
officially instigated and encourayed. The 
reprimand from Peking which appeared in 
our issue of yesterday should alone suffice 
to kill the agitation ; but this is a period of 
tension aud cross-purposes hetwean the 
provincial Governments and Peking; und 
we ghould not. ha surprised t» learn that the 
British guuboats reported as detailed to the 
West River are g.ing, not merely to co- 
operate with the Customs boats, but going 
with the tacit consent. of the Central Go- 
vernment to ses that its orders are carried 
out in good faith. At present, however, it 
is all largely speculation ; nud the only 
people in & position to tell us what is really 
goiug on keep their lips tightly closed. 
We can endure ursatisfied curiosity, how- 
ever, so long as we are assure! that the 
nuisance of piracy is to be suppressed, and 
the indications are that it is not to be 
tolerated any longer.

We must confess to a good deal of sympathy 
with (he Cantonese, We should hate to hava 
foreiga ganboats patrolling the Tham3*. How 
the Americans would be pleased if there were a 
dozen German vessels keeping watoh and ward 
up the Miasiasippi we cao easily paces. And, 
perhaps, our Canton friends msy ask why is it 
that there are none? Why are there no British 
ships watching over British in'eresta in Freooh 
ports? We have pointed out ths anawor before. 
French porta are safe. Did danger threater 
there would within twelva hours be French 
ships of war at hand to protect trade and punish 
the wrong oer. 

Tt ia not so ia the delta of the Canton and 
West Rivers. There, hardly a day passes with- 
out its piratiosl raid. So loag has this been >, 
that the Chinese of tha Kwangtung province 
have coma to look upon piracy as upon one of 
those things described in ville of lading as 
“ visitations of God,” events whioh like thander- 
storms, typhoons, and esrthquikes mast ba 
expected and insured against. A system of 
blask-mail has thas growa up and has come to be 
considered in the same light as we look upon 
fire ingurance.

“Mataal Assistance.” Waren China hag 
become mora acquainted with the manners 
and customs pertaining to LInteraational 
\ife she will see that this mutual aid is a very 
common thing when circumstances call for it. 
Some time ago there was a very severe earth- 
quake in the West India islands. It happened 
that we hid no warship close at hand. The 
Americans had, and the Captain im mediately 
offared his assistance, But it happened that we 
had as ao official there a min = migat bave 
been a Canton yentleman of the present day, 
He very brusquely told the American officer 
that his help was not wauted. America 
shrugged her shoulders, but Eaglaud was 
furious, and very few days sufficed to teach that 
official how kiudly officars oaght to be received, 

O miseras hominum mentes, o pectora 
ceca! To liken the ex-Governor of Ja- 
maica, the sturdy, thoroughly John-Bullish 
SwetteENnAM, toa Canton gentleman of the 
present day, aud that after the ample 
evidence that has since been yiveo to show 
how he was misjudged, how far too hastily 
condemued! ‘The comparison is odorous, 
malodorous. The cases could not be 
more dissimilar. The American Admiral 
who “buttel in’? when the Eaglish Go- 
vernor was busy only thought that tha 
latt-r might not be able to cop3 with the 
situation. His mistake was due to his own 
obtuseness, in not suzing the hint taat he 
was coinmitting a grava breach of national 
etiquette, and in persisting ia forcing his 
assistance atter it had been politely declined. 
[It waa the gross lack of tact of a man who 
doesn't know enough to gaze steadily at the 
opposits ea! of the ballroom while his 
partner repairs damages - the crass atupidit 
uf the intruder at an informal levé who will 
not understand that a braodished toothbrush 
is an invitation to leave the room. Sir 
ALEXANDER SWETTENHAM Was quite able 
to do ull that was necessary. The British 
must be fund of humble-pie who caa so 
readily assume that be was ont. The case 
of the Canton officials, however, is quite 
different. They canuot do all that ig 
necessary to make the West River sale fur 
commece, They have admitted it; pleuded 

their inability, in fact, when a plea seemed 
necessary; and even now, after twelve months 
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of the most tactful diplomacy of which Sir 
JouN Jonpan is capable, we are offering 
our co-operation in the most deprecaling 
manner possible. The Chinese Customs 
officers now charged with the suppression 
of piracy have, with the approval of the 
Central Goverr ment, arranged for “ mutual 
assistance ’ with any foreign gunboats that 
may be available. There is grave reason to 
believe that the Cantonese objections ta 
interference with piracy in the Delta are 
not unconcerned with “squeeze,” with fear 
of loss of tribute from an old-standing 
institution, and while we gladly confess to 
much sympathy with Sir ALEXANDER 
SwerrenHam, concerned only for the 
diguity of the Power he represcnted, we are 
not prepared to wasie auy on people lying 
under such a serious suspicion. If we 
wrong the Cantonese ayitators, they are not 
free from blame for our error. Had their 
objection to the presence of foreign gun- 
bouts been purely patriotic, they should 
have done away with the necessity for that 
presence. They were allowed lois of time 
to show what they could do, and they have 
done nothing—except to grumble when the 
Central Government determind to attend to 
what, after all, should be its own Imperial, 
and not provincial, bisiness. If we must 
institute compsrisons between Chiun and 
other Powers, which is far from wise, 
for reasona often stated, we may usk 
whether London or Carlisle would have 
the final say in dealing with pirates 
in the Solway Firth? It is, of course, 
impossible to imagine Londen accepting 
the offer of French or German gunboats to 
lend a hand round the Isle of Man, buc 
supposing that done, as in this case of thy 
Canton Delta, any protests from Carlisle 
Kirkcudbright, or Douglas would probably 
be treated as impertinent, as those of Cant .n 
have been. But in such circumstances, 
mutual aid is not the common, regular 
thing “amongst all civilised lands” as the 
Mercury says it is. It would be the very last 
resort of any of the Powers, who would 
moreover, be as chary to offer as to uccept. 
it. If Germany had offered tu sed troops 
to the South of I*rance during the wive 
riota; if France had offered a regiment to 
the Mayor of Belfast; if Japan had 
despatched a warship or two to the Vladi- 
vostock mutiny—would France, Britain, 
Russia, respectively, have sung the Mercury 
litany, that “by mutual nid things are 
possible which caunot otherwise be under- 
taken at all” P We all know quite wel; 
how such offers would have been rewarded , 
and it was not the American Admiral’s 
kind offer of food that Sir ALeExanpDER 
Swerrengam refused, but bis armed force 
landed, without beiug invited, “to help 
to restore and maintain order.” Lekiny, 
however, is not in the same position, yet. 
Canton didn’t restore order. Peking 
couldn’t—without sume such arrangement 
as the one now madv. Chinn is in u quite 
unique position among the Powers, and 
every case of this or any kind arising iu the 
Kmpire must be considered und dealt with 
on its merite, with due regard to what is 
expedient aud necessary. 


THE CHINESE CARNIVAL. 


(Daily Press,:December oth.) 

The carnival spirit of the latius is not a 
thing to be deprecated. It provides a salety 
valve probably akin to tiat affurded by 
devotion to sport and athletics. Macao 
and Manila in the past and future respec- 
tively figure as Far Easteru innovators, aud 
to-day the Chinese of Hongkong are taking 
their share. Already the city is filling up 
with visitors, and for this and the ensuing 
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three days we are to show all possible 
indulgence to the makers of high holiday. 
One fear that occurred to many was 
connected with the running of the tramcars 
through streets more than usually thronged, 
but the Chinese gentlemen in charge of the 
carnival arrangements had thought of that, 
and we learn that in consideration of a 
payment of three thousand dollars the 
Company is suspending its service between 
the hours of ten and five on all three days. 
Lhe immediate result looked for of this 
féte, as we noted when the project was first 
mooted in our columns, is the augmentation 
of the Colony’s currency, and Mr. Ho 
Kom-tona and his colleagues are con- 
fident that, even alter so much cold 
water has bean thrown on the business, 
the turnover of the tradesmen and others 
will be at least five Luadrel thousand 
dollars. The sprit to catch this mackerel 
ig represented by the local subscriptions and 
by the expenditure of about forty thougind 
dollars by the various Guilds. As to what 
the public is goiug to see, it is perhaps no} 
advisable to give too many details bafore- 
hand. Foreign visitors may count on seeing 
a pukka dragou procession, such ag is not 
often seen in this Colony or the trenty porte. 
The dragous of the Pork an! Fish gailds 
are each over two hundrel feet loug, and 
each requires well over a buudred men to 
carry it. Altogether, the procession must 
be several milex long, aud from what we 
have heard of some of its features in pre- 
paration, ought to sutisfy the soul of avery 
native observer, and b+ highly interesving 
and memorable to a!l forcigu wituesses, 
One hint to the latter may bs appreciated. 
Unless they thivk they can enduro the 
suece-sive discords of w dozen bands of 
Chin-se musiciaur, they had better obtain 
some cotton-woel for use iu the ears,

those transactions that have caused the very 
prevounced revolution in Awerican finance 
which has distinguished the last two mouths, 
the shock given to credit generally has not 
becu without its concurrent effects here as 
elsewhere, This hag been brought about iu 
several diflereut ways, more expecially by 
the enhanced demand for yold bullion 
which has serivusly disturbed the market 
for silver and produced a current disturbance 
in the exchange market. Another disturb- 
ing cause hes been the extraordinary 
condition of the weather since the month of 
June, which has been by no means confined 
to China, but has been practically universal 
throughout the world. 


Early in the sum- ; 
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East. In China where silver still con- 
atitutes the life blood of trade the effect has 
been marked by a serious decline, the first 
for many years, in the volume of the trade, 
Tne decline has been general; but is 
heaviest in Shanghai and the Northern 
ports supplied from it, and is shown ia the 
greatly diminished amount of daties paid to 
the Customs during the third quarter. On 

the whole the culleztion has diminished 
from 9,100,000 trela to a little leas than 

8,200,000. In the northern porta the 
decline amounted to some 330,000 taels, and 
in Shangh ii to but 40,000 taels short of a 
million, Most marked has been the decline 
in imports of which heavy stocks are held, 
and this, coupled with the unsatisfactory 
exchange for remittances, has caused much 
depressiyu amongst the body of foreiga 
traders. As we stale] above, China iu this 
regpect is not unique, the depression being 
pricticslly universal, aud affecting all 
classes and interests in every part of the 
world. Hitherto, whatever else might 
happen, the labouring classes in apparenlay 
over-crowded Europe were wont to see 

relicf to economical pressure ty emigration 
to the great fuod-pruduciny plaing of the 
West if America. Not the least gloomy 
pirt of the preseut outlook is to find that 
these, till lately inexhaustible, lands are 
now themselves becoming over-populated, 
and the most ominous feature of the present 
distress is that the tide of emigration has 
actually started backwards, and all the 
great Atlantic liners are crowded with 
refugees from the West, It has been 
becoming more and more evident for some 
years that the food supply of the world was 
annually becoming # mure serious problem, 
and that with the gradual filling of the 
waste spaces on the imap, the surplus 
resorves were becoming dangerously small. 
It, however required u year of less than 
ordinary sunshine ty bring tne lesson home, 
Such a year has been the present. ‘Ihe 
world, in fact, for the last csutury has been 
liviug on ity capital, aud this refers not 
alonu to its fuod producta, but in even a 
greater degree to its miveral resources. 
There are things of which a statesman dared 
not speak, for it was a thing that the world 
ut large by tacit consent retused to listen to 
until the | ;ressure became too self-evident to 
be sel aside. Even our men of science have 
had perforce fo keep their mouths shut in 
the forlorn hops that somthing at last, 
whea Ivast expected, would tura up to 
relieve tho general pressure. Tu March 
last year wa spoke of the near imminence 
of 4 world-famine of fertilisera; the Nitrate 
beds in Chili, are in fict ueurly approaching 
exhaustion, and the longest time given them 
is within 30 veara. Now at the womeat all

districts of North Aimerica of the unusually 
low temperature prevailing, which bid fair 
ut oue titue to retard so inuch the growth of 
the crops Lhat it was feare! they would be 
un uluost total failure. With that ettire 
iudiffereuce to ulterior effect that marks the 
true American manipulators of the markets, 
it has been utterly impossible Letween bulls 
on the one side, and bears on the other, to 
form any correct idea of the amount of 
wheat likely to be placed on the market, 
though it is generally believed that it will 
be a guod deal below the average. Iu [ndia 
there is little doubt that the shortage will 
be considerable, even if, as is thought by 
some not unlikely, there be not in some 
districts a famiue to be provided tor. This 
has undoubtedly checked the growiny de- 
muoa there forsilver, so that the fluctuctions 
in the pric:, but gen rally with a falling 
tendency,“ have introdu an universal 
fecling of uneasiness throughout the entire 


pressure with artificial fertilisers, aad it is 
doubtful how far our uewest methods of 
pro-luciug fertilisers by the eluctric furnace 
will vo, Even if successful me scarp ree 
ful application of falling water w are 
to i foredone. But our still fertile lands 
in the new world will not be long able to go 
on producing, aod we shall suun in America 
have to fuce the aame ruio as the wheat 
growera of southern Russia alreidy find 
staring them in the faco, Disguise it how 
we can, our wheat supply is in @ parlous 
condition. °e -° 

Rut our whest supply is not the aad ma- 
terial want which is threatened io the by 
no means distant future. More and afore 
our ueeds, and our very lives are cofing to 
depend upon an adequate supply of miaeral 
fuel. Practically for such purposes our 
natural wood supply is already vxhausted, 
and the demaad for wood pulp fer pepsr- 
making sweeps away hundreds of sores of our 
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little remaining forest almost daily. Here 
such is our foolish extravagance that the 
man who would take thought for renewal 
is openly mocked by his neighbours. A 
comparatively few years will see our atock 
of available wood exhausted, and some new 
thaterial to be wasted in an equally insane 
manner adopted in its stead. But worst of 
all is our treatment of our coal fields. So 
far from our statesmen seeking to cke out 
our fast disappearing atock, each takes credit 
to himself for encouraging its use, and still 
more placing a premium on its export. Now 
the most sanguine can scarcely give a life 
at the present rate of consumption of more. 
than a century to our Jaat coal field, aud 
long before this hus expired its cost will 
have rendered its mining almost prohibitive. 
Now all thesc are things to be seriously 
thought on. The moral to be learned 1s not 
that we should give up the usc of those 
things which a generous nature has pro- 
vided for our use, but that we thould care- 
fully guard them from waste, and while wa 
have them, make the best use of them in our 
power. Nature, however kind to us when 
we make a proper use of her gifts, is in- 
exorable when once we neglect or defy her 
teachings; and nothing is more sure than } 
that she wiil ecndiguly puath the «fender 
against her laws, and will take no uxcuse 
nor allow of any extenuatioa whatever. It 
waa largely through its neglect in asimilar 
manner of Nature's economic laws that tle 
great Empire of Roine met its destruction. 
As we are doing ut present, she neglected 
her home wheat supply, and permitued the 
fertile land of Italy to go to waste, while 
she depended on the slave labour of her 
dependencies for the daily sustenance of 
her masses, The result was soon apparent 
in the lowering of the physical powers of 
her citizens, who accustomed to be fu 
without labour, and sunk in sloth aud 
debauchery, forgot that the defence of their 
country was a work imposed on them Ly 
nature herself. The end was that defeated 
and disgraced in every contest her once 
proud empire came to an end. But the 
end was not yet; the uncivilised peoples 
who shore her of ber glory were not sulli- 
ciently advanced to take on themselves her 
once civilising mantle, and Europe bad tv 
pay the penalty by a retrogression for some 
twelve genturies to a state of barbarism till 
the rise of the Rena... snce. In much the 
same manner the older civilisations of 
Babylonia and Egypt had fallen betore, and 
the cause was the same—the neglect of 
Nature’s own laws. 

Now can we shut our eyes to the on- 
creeping of a very sim.iar stage of do- 
nothingness at the present day ? 1s Kurope 
in such a healthy condition morally or 
intellectually that we have no lesssuns to 
learn from the past? It were high time 
that our statesmen, leaving the tty 
frivolities of party contest, and vain 
strivings after a peace their own faults will 
not permit to come, should take there things 
seriously to heart and understand that to 
gain the reward of labour we must learn 
ourselves to work, and patiently await the 
result.

A PARTNERSHIP DISPUTE, 

This was an action by the Kwong Fang Wo 
firin against ths Wing Ki Cheong and an issue 
between the plaintiff firm and Chan Maa-obi, 
otherwise Chan Pni Sin-tong, and Yim Wai- 
tak, alias Yim Ping-kai alias Yim Quon, to decide 
whather the | tter were partners in the Wing 
Ki Cneong. 

Mr. M. W. Slade, instructed by Mr, C, D, 
Wilkinson (of Muessra, Wilkinson and Grist) 
ap.eared for the plaintiffa) and Sir Henry 
Berkeley, K.C, instrac'ed by Mr. Otto Kong 
Sing, for the defendants. 

The statement of claim showed that the action 
arcss out of a claim brought by the Kwong 
Fong Wo firm of traders against the 
Wing Ki Cheong in which jndgmont was 
given on November 27th for the plaintiffs for 


$7,436.50 and costa, ‘I'he Kwong Fung Wo 
atated that during tho period in whioh the 
goods, on which the claim was based, were 
supplied, Chan Mau-obi was a partner fn the 


defendant firm under the name of Chan Pui 
Sui-tong, and Yim Ping-kai was also a partner 
under the name of Yun Wai Tak-tong. The 
plaintiffs asked for a declaration that Chan 
Mau-ohi and Yim Ping-kai were liable, as 
par‘uers ia the Wing Ki Cheong, to pay the 
Jalymaut debt, and asked fur leave to ias.e 
ex ention against tyem, 

In the statement of defence Chan Mau-ehi 
danied that he wag a partner at any time in the 
Wing Ki Cheong. Ho never held himself out 
to be a partner, and nevor traded under or used 
the name of Chan Pui ui-longss a “vong”’ 
name or otherwise, Yim Ping-kai made a similar 
statement ‘aud pointed out that he was the 
owner of the premises in whioh the defendant 
firm carried on business, He had never 
lived on the premises aud was nevor interested 
in the basiness, 

Mr. Siade, in opening, stated that in the 
interval between the judgment and the signing 
«f the statement of claim the defendant firm 


‘went into bankruptcy, and this issue was 
Lhe Attornsy-Genaral—{ will fortify you: 


i carried on with the leave of the Vourt in spite 
of the bankruptoy.

Mr. slade—It was exprossly stated ia the 
notice set down for trial that there would be 
no jary. Proceeding Mr. clade stated that 
the defendant firm was started in 
1904; the business opened on the 21st 
‘eptember of that year and closed about 
August lat, 1906. Kvidence he ‘ould 
osll would show that the firm was pro- 
moted by five men, namely, Ho Yua-Kwong, 
Pun Sat-chi, Leung sze-wing, Pun sik-ohi 
aod Chan Man-chi who was one of the 
defendants in the issue. Of these men Ho 
Yu-kwong became manager when the firm 
actually started. He always remained on the 
premise:, looked after the books, conducted 
the onrrespondence, and generally supervised 
everythiug. Appsrently Pao Sat-chi took no 
active par. in the basivess, but Leang Sx2- 
wiog did geoersl work, Pun Sik-chi was the 
buyer and salesman, and came rather promin- 
ently in contact with all the oreditors and all 
the people from whom the firm bought, and to 
whom they sold goods. Chan Man-chi also 
{ook an active part in the sbop, and although 
he was not there every day ho was active 
manager of the shop next door; he used fre- 
quently to enter the defendant firm to look 
after sod supervise things; in fact, ha bad 
a door between the two shops which connected 
from his quarters on ove of the upper flors, 
That door was in existence so long as the Wisg 
Ki Cheong continued, bat now it had been 
blocked up, Among the men introduced into 
the new concern by Chan Mau-chi was a man 
who elected to be called Pik Yim Wal-tong 
ia the partnership. This man was the 
landlord of the premises. Chin Yik-eang 
was also introd: and execution hid been 


issued sgainst him, bat be did not deny the fact 
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that he was a partner. Another partner was 
entered in the partnership book under the name 
of Cheng Siu-tak, his other name being Cheng 
Chung-lim. Apparently no formal partuer 
ship had been entered into, but the names of 
the partners were all inscribed ia a partnership 
book, All except six entered their own names 
in the book, while six inacribed * tong" names. 
‘The next step, before the shop was actually open- 
ed, was to arrange with wholesale firms in the 
same line of business—practically all Chinese 
drug slores—for credit. and terms of payment. 
Pun Sik-chi, the talesman and bnyer, was rent 
to various shops to arrange credi!, and he as a 
partner and one of (he promotsra went to 
different dealers, told them this new firm w.s 
going to be started, and asked to be allowed 
goods on credit. Le was naturally asked whio 
were the partuers, and detiiled tha most 
substantial. On his represeutations, ao lear- 
ing that a number of well-to-do men were 
partners in the firm, a number of p2ople gave 
credit. When this had been satisfactorily 
arranged tho firm opened business, and as usual 
celebrated the event by adinner, ‘Io (hat dinner 
a good many people were invited, and Counsel 
would call two who were there as witnesses, One 
would say that Chan Manu-chi was there and 
introduced himself as a partoer in the firm, 
while one of the assistants in the shop, who 
was present at the dinner, would say that 
Chan Mau-chi said he was a partner. Yim 
_ Quon w 8 not often seen at the shop, but his 
pame had been given tu VPuu 8-k chi, the 
salesmau, aud the latter went rouud and told 
the creditors that le was a partoer. After 
the business started the manager annouuced 
that he had had a letter from - Yim Quon 
stating that he was coming to Hongkong 
on the following day, and all of the 
partners agreed to give him a diuner. 
‘Things, went on smoothly with the firm, 
apparently, until the early part «f last year 
when, like so many other Uhinese firms iu the 
Colony, they got into difficultios. However, 
they hoped to resuscitate, and negutiations went 
on between the partners as to the ways aud 
means of raising money. ‘Thee were sugges- 
tions of new shares beiug issued ad new 
partners taken in, and all sorts of schem:s were 
in the air, the result being (lat there was a very 
strong division of opinion between the partuers 
us to how the capital should be raised and what 
terms the old ;artners should get. A great | 
deal of ill feeling wag aroused, and fiually 
the whole thing cane to nothing ; no murs 
capital was raixved and the business clos ‘d.

Heundcubtedly had tiken a line of his 
dwo in the matter, but be was indigaaot when 
he heard the creditors had been intormed that 
he was the man who wecked tho firm, and he 
issued a sort of circular exonerating himself 
from Being the persou who had brought un- 
merited disaster ou the creditors aod wreoked 
the whole scheme of recoustruction of the firm, 
That document, signed by bimsvlf, he hauded 
to the managing partner of the plaintiff firm 
asa wrilten statement of his position in coa- 
nection with the matter. 
After the eviden.e of a witness had been 
taken the Court rose.

ST. ANDREW’S BALL. 

The grand Scottish ball, the chiel socia, 
event and harbinger of the winter festivities ia 
Hongkong, was held in the City Hall on Nov, 
29, and was as great a success as it has proved io 
previous years. Local scotsme1 look forward 
with pleasure to this annual reunion at which 
they can meet old friends and make oow, and 
other nationals too, for the northmen are no- 
thing if not hospitable on this cosasion. No 
dancer of any standing woald willingly miss 
the night of pleasure provided by Scotia's soos 
to do honour to their patron saint, 

Thera was last night a large attendance which 
included maipy who did not danov. These 
latter spent a pleasant hour or wo ia the oard 
room below, or in watching tha happiness of 
others. When the music struck up and the 
dancers took the floor the ballroom presented 
a brilliant scene, the beautiful dresses of the 
adies, and the gaudy uniforms of the Navy aad 
Army officers, relieving the dull uniformity of 
male civilian evening dress. ihe bright effs.:t 
was eohanoed by the presenosa of a number of 
Caledonians in Highland costume. 

As io previpusears, all the rooms in the City 
Hall were pressed into service—the halls as 
ballrooms, the library a+ oard room aad bar, the 
Chamber of Commerce bali as light refreshment 
room, and the theatre as supper room. The 
decorations wore carrid oat on the same grand 
soale as heretofore, an evergetioc committ. with 
artistic tistes being responsible for ¢he trans- 
formation of the City ral As the guests 
came withio view of the exterior of the hall the 
first thing to oatch the eye was a large St. 
Andrew's cross in theceutre of which wasa shield 
on which was painted the lion rampant. Both 
cross and shi-ld were outlined with elsotrio 
lights. The vestibale was one luxuriant mass of 
greenery whioh entwined tho pillars and spanoed 
the roof, while the balustrades of the steps 
leading to the first landing were soreened by 
pot plants. On the wall facing those steps was 
a huge mirror partly embowered in plants and 
draped on top by the fisg of St. Andrew and 
the Red Ensign, those being surmounted by a 
Scottish shield. This mirror reflected a larg, 
thistle which hung on tho landing above the 
steps aad was outlined with electric lights of 
different hues. The wiadows on sither side of this 
mirror were draped with large St. Andrew fleys 
beneath which were the dates 1847-1907, the age 
of the local branch of this society of devoted 
workers ina charitable cause, Farther evidence 
of the character of the gathering was seen in 
the St. Andrew's shields with thistle which 
alorned the wall; of the stairway leadin¢ to the 
second landing, Greenery also lined the bila- 
strades of these flights of st=ps. electrio lights 
peeping out of the masses of leaves. The 
top landing was a veritablo bowery adorned 
with fligs and other trophies. Passing 
to the ballrooms and enteriag first th» 8c. 
Andrews Hall the visitor saw on the fac 
wall a large St. Andrew cross draped io 
gresoery sad beiring io the o:ntre a So rttish 
shield. no tha wall at the othor end was the 
orest of the Society circamfereaced by a Gurdou 
tartan, while the wall on the right of the 
entrauce to the hall displayed large portraits of 
Queen Mary, George, fifth dake of Gordon, 
K U.B., aad Joha Kaoox. Oa the opp site wall 
were portraits of Kobert Burna, R bert Showan 
and Sir Walter Scott, the excellent portrait 
of the affable prevsideat of the Boviety 
being betwsen the two of his illustrioas 
countrymen, and draped in tartan, ‘To give ~ 
credit where oredit ie due, it ia only {gir toe 
stata that the pictures which sdornet the walls 
in this room were thea work of the artistio 
hand of Me. G Dancan of the Kowloga 
Docks, and very creditable wogk it was. Be- 
sides the portrals the walls were stadded 
with shields and dra with groenery 
which added considerably to the bsaty of 
} the decorations. 3st. Geienes Hall bad also 
been transformed by artistic bands, ‘I'he 
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fine portrait of Her Majesty Queen Victoria 
was fianked with flags, while above it was 
pany cc the Gordon coat of arms. Shielda 
relieved the dullness of the walls, these being 
entwined with greenery, which also hung ia 
festoons from the ceiling. Under the shields 
were Scottish names such as Mactavish, Sinclair, 
Campbell and others. In the bandstand between 
the two halls, which was also enveloped in 
greenery, the Middlesex band were stationed and 
provided the dance music, Piper MoH wen being 
in attendance with the bagpipes for the reels 
and other national dances. Tue theatroa, 
which was transformed into a supper room, was 
also a pretty sight. n the stage tables were 
arranged in the form of a horseshoe, and behind 
the Pres‘dent’s chair was a large picture of 
St, Andcew. Greenery twined round the pi-lars 
of the dress cirole, there was another plentifal 
supply of shields, while claymores and battleaxes, 
formed orosses on the walls.

DEATH OF MRS. MITCHELL- 
TAYLOR. 


The emctions of the Colony were profoundly 
stirred on Deo. lst by the startling intelligence 
of the death, at Government House, of Mrs. 
Mitchell-Taylor, who buat two months ago 
became the wifa of Captain Mitchell-Taylor. 
A.D.C. to His Excellency the Governor. 
Mrs. Taylor had not been well since her returo 
to the Colony after the honeymoon and was 
firat under the treatment of Dr. Jordan for 
dengue fever and subsequently for a septic 
wound on the chin whieh healed up satisfac- 
torily, but thirty-six houra before death occured 
it beoame apparent that tbere was septic 
infection of the veins of the brain, aud this 
was the cause of death, which occurred at 9.3! 
on Sunday morning, lst inst. 

During her brief residencs in the Coloay 
Mrs. Taylor had made a host of friends 
who have ben’ profoundly shocked by 
the tragic suddeonees of her death. It is 
so ‘roely necessary to remark that the deepest 
sympathy is felt by everyoae for the husband so 
suddenly bereaved, as well as for Mr. A. J. 
Brackenbury, the deceased lady’s brother (who 
is Private Secretary to His Excellency the 
Governor), and also for His Excellency aad 
Lady Lugard who have lost a niece for whom 
they had the deepest affection. 

Few more impressive fuoerals have taken 
place in Hongkong than the burial of Mrs. 
Mitchell-Taylor on December 2nd in the Pro- 
teatant Cemetery at Happy Valley. The coffin 
which was draped with the Union Jack and 
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vovered with the numerous floral tributes of 
respect sent by sympathisiag friends, was 
borne from Government House at 8 a.m. to the 
Cemetery gates on & gun carriage, draw 
by twelve sergeants of the garrison and 
escorted by a small detachment of soldiers. 
At the Monument the cortege was joined 
by a large number of civilians sod _ mili- 
tary and naval offcers in uniform; and 
to the accompaniment of funeral marches, 
played with most improssive effect by the 
Band of the Middlesex Regimient, the sad 
procession s'owly wended its way to the 
cemetery. If music be“ a kind of inarticulate; 
unfathomable speech which leads us up 
to the edge of the infinite and lets us for 
moments gfe into that,” no music bet er 
auswers to that beautiful description than the 
subdied strains of the solemn fuaeral maroh 
with the beating of muffled drama, and the 
dull, measured tramp of many feet. The pro- 
gress of the mournful procession from the 
Monument, through lines of Indian and Chinese 
olice, to the cemetery, was most impressive in 
its solemnity. 

Captain P.H. Mitohell-Taylor, the bereaved 
husband, dressed in the uniform of his 
regiment, walked immediately behind the 
coffin with Mr. A. J. Brackenbury, the de- 
ceased lady’s brother. Behind them followed 
His Excellency the Governor and Lady 
Lugard; then Colonel Darling, R.EB. (the 
Officer in temporary command of tha Troops), 
Commodore Stokes, K.N., and the Hoa. Ke: 
RB. H. May, C.M.G., (Colonial Searetary). 
In the rear followed the mombera of the 
Execative and Legislative Councils, the Foreign 
Consuls, and a large number of Government 
officials and leading residents, includin s several 
prominent members of the Chinese community, 

At the cemetery gates the o>ffin was traas- 
ferred to the shoulders of men of the Middlesex 
Regiment and the Royal Engineers, headed 
by Captain W. Armstrong, H.K.V., honorary 
A.D UC. to the Governor, and Captain ‘ gle, 
R,E., servine temporarily as A.D.C. aod was 
met by the Bishop of Victoria, the Rev. F. T. 
Johnson (the Cathedral Chaplain), and the Kev. 
G. Bearle (Chaplain to the Forces), who pre- 
ceded the solemn procession to the graveside, 
situated but a short distancs up the main 
pathway. The full office of the Church was 
read, each clergyman tasking part, the Bishop 
committing the body to the grave and pro- 
nouncing the Benediction which terminated the 
service. In the coarse of the eervice the hymn 

ae and moments quickly flying 
lend the living with the dead 
wag impressively sang by a military choir with 
band accompaniment. 

Several ladies wore present including Mrs 
May, Mrs. Volpicelli, Mrs. Basil Taylor, Mrs. 
Stokes, Mra. Atkinson, and Mre, Masters; 
and the entire gathering, representative, as it 
wag, of all creeds and sections of the commanity, 
bore silent testimony to the deep and wide- 
apread sympathy which the anexpected news of 
the great grief which has fallen on the Gover 
nor’s housvhold has evoked,

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- Following are some extracts and abstracts 
from the 1906 report of the Diractor of Publio 
Works Hongkong, just Isid before the Legis- 
tive Council. 

; An Ordinanos authorizing tho issue of Pro- 
specting ‘Licences, Miuing Lic:nces and Min- 
ng Leases was pased in June and Regulations 
with reference to the same were published in 
August. Prospecting Livences were issued to 
cir C, P. Chater, during the year for various 
parts of the New Territories und one ‘isiog 
Lease for an area of one Squares mile at ala Uno 
Shan, on the South shore uf Tolo Harbour, was 
granted to the same gentleman, ‘The {easa 
authorizes the working «f deposits of iron are 
whioh wera discovered theresin the course of 
prospecting uperutions, 

‘Lhe right of erecting piers under long leases 
was granted in threo cuges in Hongkong, 10 in 
Kowloon and 1 in the Now Territories whilat 
extensions of three piers formerly sanctioned— 
two in Hengkong and one in sowloon— were 
also granted. Tbe premia derived from the 
&bove in Hongkong amounted to $29,587.50, in 
Kowloon to $76,149.50 and in New Territories 
to $7.50 while the annual rentals were $1,440, 
$3,630 and $90 respectively. Guide piles were 
sanctioned for the use of the Star Ferry Co. at 
the approach to their Kowloon pier at an annual 
rent of $220. Licences for the following tem- 
porary piers for various periods were issued —16 
in Hongkong, 15 in Kowloon and 34 in the New 
Territories, the amount of feeg payabla for 
these being $7,123.75, Licences weruéalso issued 
for 18 slipways in Hoagkoug, the fees for 
which amounted to $1,087.40, 

Certificates for 21u new buildings were isaued, 
being 76 more than in 1905. Half a dozen 
collapses, irrespective of typhoon damage, were 
reported.

In reply to the agitation by natives of 
Kuangtung, agains! the alleged permission 
Granted by the Central Government tu British 
gunboats tu patrol the West River, the 
Waiwupa has telegraphed to Viceroy Chang 
Jén-chun of Canton that the Imperial Maritime 
Customs had arranged that m .tual assistance 
should be giveu ia searching for pirates on 
the West iver oud that this had been 
Wrongly iuterpieted iuto giving p-rmission to 
foreigners to patrol that stream. The Waiwopnu, 
therefore, asked Viceruy Chang Jéa-chun 
sternly to ovnsure ths people of Kaangtang 
for creating rumours tu incite the passious of 
the mob and cause triuble. It was farther 
stated in the dispatch that the practice lately 
of ssnding telegrams to Peking to contend 
With the Ventral Government on questions of 
Imperial Policy was unreasonable, a lack of 
good manners and s reckless attempt to 
disturb the peaos.

CHINESE CARNIVAL. 


A BRILLIANT SPECTACLE, 

On Deo. 5 was tne opening day of the Chinese 
festival, promoted by a number of leading 
Chinese citizsos with the object of relieving 
financial depression which at present prevails 
in. the Colony. The festival hag been largely 
advertised in China and Macao, and for the 
past week the river steamers have been bringing 
orowds of pilgrims to Hongkong. It is yoars 
since such a procession took place in Hongkong, 
and since the last the streets have probably 
never beeu so crowded as they were yesterday, 
At an early hour in the morning both pro- 
cessionists and spectators were astir, all mating 
their way slowly to the starting point at Wan- 
chai. The journey to that part was a slow one, 
it being impossible to hasten through the dense 
crowd. At. No. 2 Police Station, at an early 
hour, the promoters were busily engaged in 
marshalling the procession, and were hard at 
work while {hose in the central district, who 
witnessed anits of the procession going eastward 
at noon, were speculating as to the hour when 
it would be possible for the procession to start. 
It was despatched to time, however, and was of 
soch a length that while the head of it had arriv- 
ed at Garden Road the tailend was passing the 
same place for the starting point. The scene was 
one to be long remembered by European 
spectators who have not before participated in 
a Chinese holiday. All the ingenious work of 
the Eastern artisan was to be seen in the 
sacred dragon and other monsters peonliar to 
Chinese mytholcgy, but to descrive these would 
require a knowledge of legendary lore which 
has been acquired by fe- Europeans. All 
slong the route quaint Chinese «-usio was to 
be heard coup'ed with the banging of deep 
souiding gongs and the clashing of many 
cymbils. Those taking part wera mostly clad in 
costly silks, the mandarin, the warrior and the 
litterateur being represented; while handsome 
banners bearing (to foreigners) strange devices 
were borne on high before the different guilds 
represantad, The procession, as is always the 
case in China, was headed by the two bearers 
who carry large lanterns, the emblem of good 
luck. Then many grotesquely got up monsters 
and “glitteriog models symbolic of jy ne sais 
quoi’ were borne past the sightseer befure the 
Kingfisher dragon came iuto view. ‘This was 
borne by 165 men and had an approximate 
length of 33) feet. Following thie was a 
handsomely constructed Phosnix which was 
carried by ten Chinese girls. 

The feature of the procession was the im- 
mense silver syoee dragon provided by the fish 
guild, This was nearly four huodred feet long 
and was borne on high oy 160 men, who pro- 
ceeded along the route in realistic serpentine 
course. Men proceeded on either side shaking 
the silken sides of the monster and shout. 
ing vociferously, the crowd cheering as the 
animal writhed and wriggled on its way. 
Another scene is presented later whioh dis- 
playa eight Chinese beauties choosing a chan- 
cellor for the King from forty eminent 
statesmen. Then follow eight genii with tha 
inevitable fan aod armed with spears and 
battleaxes. Tho fruit and vegetable gailds’ 
display was headed with the model of a lion 
which was borne by twenty girls playing saleo- 
tious of musio as they wended their way along. 
Another representa'ion displayed an eccentricity 
of the Emperor Chiu Yeung-kwong who, 
according to history, was dragged slong the 
shore in a bost by a number of Chinese women. 

The procession was carried ont on a scale of 
grandeur seldom seen ia Hongkong, the expeuses 
conneste! therewith, which must have been 
exoeedingly heavy, being borne principally by 
the different guilds ia the Colony. Esch guild 
had its band, which followed directly on the 
banner bearers, and as all wore playing diffor- 
ent music, the air along the route was filled 
with strange sound, the quaint selec'jons of 
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to the Oriental character of the procession. 
It cost the fowl™ guild $8,000 for their 
display of modelg and monsters, The fruit 
and vegetable guild went to an expense 
of $700); $500) was the cost to the 
beef guild; $15,000 to the fish guild; 
and $3,000 to the pork guild, Much 
of the paraphernalia used in the pageant was 
imported from Canton, as were many of the 
persons taking part. One hundred China 
ponies were brought from the Chinese city by 
junk, the river steamers not being anxious for 
this kind of freight. 

During the forenoon the sky had been 
overcast, and the threatening rain came about 
two o'clock, breaking up the processio, to the 
sorrow of many of the Chinese, who state that 
the disbanding of such a proc wzsion is an augury 
of bad luck. 

THE RVENING'S FETS. 

Notwithstandiag that a drissling rain con- 
tinued to fall there was another procession after 
dark, whioh for picturesqueness seemed decid- 
edly to eclipse the daylight performance. The 
most striking featare of it was a shoal of fish, 
most beautifully modelled and painted, each 
animal lighted from the interior, The artistry 
of these things was excellent, many well-known 
species of fish being easily identifiable. There 
were algo other illuminated figures borne in the 
procession, which was viewed by considerable 
crowd:, especially where verandahs offered 
shelter to si, h(seers, 

Priocipal of the promoters were Messrs. 
Ho Kom-jong, Chau Sni-ki, Lau Chu-pak. 
Fuog Wa-chun and Wong Kam-fak, and they 
deserve the thanks of their countrymea for the 
excellent manner in whioh they arran 
matters in connection with the procession which 
will long be remembered by the residents of 
Hongkong and others who witnessed it. 


THE SECOND DAY, 

Another cheerless day, with sky overcast, 
threatening rain, aod muddy roads, still 
processionalists and the native population 
tarned ont in full force, thus making a triumph 
of the second day’s pageant. The lowering 
clouds which obscured the sky before noon 
threatened another adjournment of the proces- 
sion, but as the rain did not come those 
part did, and at the appointed hour the bearers 
of picture: que banners and other things Chinese 
started on the second day’s route from Wanchai. 
~ Besides the representations in the procession 
recorded in our last issue there were four others 
worthy of mentiou, namely the evils rime 
on opium smoking, debauchery, drinking an 
gambling. Oneof the models displayed a home 
where all was peace and happiness until the 
father sought the visions which are said to 
follow on the smoking of opium. Later the 
“black smoke” robe the man of his wonted 
vitality and the once proud family of a happy 
father sinks into the misery which all excesses 
bring. To farther enhance the evil effecta of 
the opiam babit a large pipe, made to resemble 
a native ooffla, was displayed, in it being an 
unfortunate man whose life hac away with 
the uselessness of smoke. The widow followed the 


remaing a8 mourner over a man whose life had _, 


been as useless as that of an abeinthear. Then 
the roué was poartrayed at his worst; the last 
scene in a wasted life. Next the tors saw 
the effects of a too constant application to the 
cup that inebriates. First the dashing young 
man after a wild night being conveyed to the 
last retreat of the “glorious,” and the same 
miserable young man next morning when it is 


time to rise, and finally the last moments which 


culminate the drunkard’s existence. A 
dice borne on high by 8 sturdy nuetive then 
transferred the spectator’s thoughts to the 
fourth human vico—gambling. / 
While it seems strange to believe that such 
a pastime is considered a vice in China, or even 
in the Hast, still it mast be taken as a teoth 
that such is the case from the thet a 
caricature appeared in this memors 
sou. The wretched gamblor in the misery 
which follows the loss of all wus pourtraged, but 
tke happy gambler whoewas “thousands in” 
was left to the imagination to pictare, 
Ason the previous day, it might be said for 
the previous week, the Chiness quarter of the 
city was dressed in holiday attire. It is 
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only to be opeced that this event, being one 
of the few holidays which the Chinese keep up, 
should be celebrated in fitting manner Sogn: 
ing to the native idea. True, it cannot be 
classed with the Chinese new year, but still it 
is one of these much-looked-forward-to affairs 
on which, the Chinese merchant thinks, so 
much depends, 

The Chinese quarter of the city is rich with 
banners and hangings, modern and antique, of 
costly silks picturezyaely embroidered. Needless 
to say mostof these display the time honoured 
dragon, the emblem of mach that is sacred to 
the Chinese, At Bonham Strand a large arch 
has been erected, and this may be eaid to 
contain all the colours of the rainbow. It is 
replete with Chinese desigas, and is surmounted 
witha boat-like structure, Beneath the aroh 
Were numerious lamp; from which hung glass of 
many colours, and when these lamps were 
lighted at night the scens beneath the arch 
was well worth seeing.

THE LAST DAY. 

On Deo, 7th was the last day of the great 
Chinese pageant, and it may. be that the Joss 
intervened on behalf of his worshippers, for 
the rain clouds lifted and the sun shone down 
on the holiday makers. All along the route 
were dense crowds of Chinese who never appear- 
edto tire of watching the gilded dragons and 
other strange monsters. ‘I'he processionalists 
alro ente into their work with spirit, and 
appeared to delight in journeying alony all day 
with the weighty emblems which attracted the 
crowd. The night’s procession wus algo al 
brilliant affair, and as the weather*was fine the 
crowd attending it was greater than ever, aud 
although bad luok was supposed to follow on tle 
rain, it mast surely be replaced now by “ good 
Joss" after the fine weather prevailing for the 
last day. : 

A concluding word should be said about the 
admirable police arrangements to cope with the 
immens crowds attending the procession. ‘The 
foresight of Captaia Lyons, aud the assistance 
rendered him by police inspectors have been the 
means of maintaining perfect order throughout 
the carnival. Owing to careful management 
there have been no accidente, and contrary to 
the expectation of many, there has been very 
little lawbreaking. ‘[uere were but five mou 
charged with pocket picking or larceny at the 
Magistracy on Saturday. Three of the men 
arrested were discharged, one was remanded in 
custody, and one was sentenced to one month's 
imprisonment by Mr. H. H. J. Gompertz for 
stealing a gold ear pick. Another native, who 
should have been at the procession, was cau ht 
by an Indian constable sliding doin a down 
pipe at Ii, Queen's Road Central. On ap- 
pearing before the Court he was sentenced to 
three weeks’ imprisonment.

THR BROTHELS AGITATED. 

On Saturday last there was a remarkable pro- 
cession tothe Barra Pagoda, all the women of 
the brothel quarter going there to ring the 
temple bell, beat the drums, and barn yellow 
paper before the god by way of swearing that 
they will “shut up shop” if the new mono- 
polists who were to take control on the Ist inst., 
increased the taxation of tese establishments, 
Hitherto the licenses issued by the Government 
have brought into the Treasury about $12,000 
per annum. Under the new regime the mono- 
polist pays to the Government $1,580 a month, 
the odd eighty dollars being for the maintenanos 
of police and medical supervision, &o. The 
authorities have sought to pacify the women by 
a declaration that no increase io the license fees 
will be permittad.

THE CABLE GROUND.

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CHARGE AGAINST AMBRICAN RXPLORER, 


Some time ago we briefly noted that an 
American citizen named Demenil, who had been 
travelling through Western China and the 
borders of Tibet, was being brought back to 
Shanghai to be tried for manslaughter of a 
Tibetan. The trial has been proceeding at 
the American Court in Shanghai, and to- 
day we reproduce the interesting story told by 
the aconsed while giving evidence on his own 
behalf. 

H. N. Demenil, sworn, stated that he was a 
physician and surgeon, and had studied at 
Boston University for four yeara, He was ad- 
mitted to practice at St. is, Missouri, in 
19U3. He had practiced in St. Louis, Ja 
and ( hina. He was invited to China bya high 
official. For five months he remained at 
Tientsin, teaching io the Government school. 
Temporarily he was a teacher of English and 
chemistry at the Y.M.C.A. He left Tientain in 
November last year, purposing to go to yb bb 
in Szechuan. He had been offered the pont on 
of teacher by the highest Chinese families, who 
paid his expenses from Japin to Ssechuan, He 
stayed at Loh Ta-ren’s yamen, as a guest, in 
Chengtu. He received an appointment in a 
smull private school, and remained there for 
about three months, during which time he was 
in communication with the American Consul 
in Chungking, Their communications had re- 
ference to his daty to witness as an American 
citizen, Witness asked tha Consul to reoom- 
mend him for a p-sition in the Government 
school. EHehadacuntract, but at the last minute 
the Chinese official at Chengtu wanted some 
forei:ner to recommend witness, Witness wrote 
to Consal Mitchell with regard to this matter, 
He received a let or in reply in which Consal 
Mitchell said that he was not acquainted with 
him, but would comply with his request after 
sexing his pass-port. Witness afterwards de- 
cided to leave Chengta because he could not 
make a liviog there, He was unable to get the 
position in the Government school because he 
was n«t backed up by the Consul, and he lost 
all his private pupils, Witness wrote two 
letters to the Consul, in one of which he declined 
to hand over his passport, because there was too 
much ied tape about it. The second letter 
announced witness's intention to go to India 
without s special pasaport, owing to the delay 
in receiving it. Witness bought a lot of 
foreiga me licines, some merchandise, and two 
hors-s, and left Chengtu, bound for India. 
He iutended to travel and learn something of 
the conatry and of the diseases of the people. 
He also wished to collect some Tibetan beetles, 
and to wrile a book upon and explore the coun- 
try. Witness was engaged upon philanthropic 
work, treating people for diseases and woands. 
Oceasiovally be was paid thirty or forty cash. 
He made no charges, but he was voluutaril 
paid this money. He treated many handreds 
of people oo his journey. He treated malaria, 
colds, toothache, headache, intestinal complaints, 
etc., frequently he gave surgical treatment. Oo- 
casioually someone pid witness a rupee. By this 
mopey aud trading he succeeded in paying all his 


expenses. His medical treatment was meant to 
win the friendliness of the ple. Witness 
then described his journey. hen he got to 


Yachou, about four day’s journey from Chengtu 
his escort took him by mistake to the house o: 
an American missionary, From him witnesa 
obtained direction to a Chinese inn, A a 
journey further he received a message from this 
missionary to the effect that (onsul Mitchell 
was going to Tatsienlu, and that if witness 
remained, they could travel in company, 
Witness was staying at a dirty Chinese 
inp, apd he wrote back to the mission 

to say there was no reason for him to wait 
several days. He waited all day for a reply 
and then went on the Tatsienla, which he 
reached about two weeks after paring Cheagia. 
He stopped at a ‘Jibetan inn there, and 
remained four or five days, and during that 
time two mails came in. As the American 
Consul did not arrive witness left and went on 
to Batong. From Batong he went to Yenji. 
Then he went {to Artuan 

two days from Yenji. 
very mountainous and desolate country. Two 
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Chinese soldiers acted ag his excort, ‘I'hese 
soldiers from the time they left Yeuji did not 
appear to be friends, and quarrelied a great 
deal. On leaving Yonji in the morning one 
of the soldiers asked witness to carry a sword 
for protection. The soldiers carried rifles and 
cartridge belts. The country seemed to be in 
a state of revolution. A rebellion was in pro- 
gress, and the conntry was full of robbers 
and wild animale. Witness arrived at Laku, 
a place in the mountains about 1,000 feet, 
above the sea and composed of five or six little 
stone hovels, at night. It was either in 
Tibet or on the border line. He stayed 
ina two-storeyed house which, he preaum-d 


- was a hotel. Cheng acocmpanied witness. ‘fhe y 


walked upstairs to the room’ he was shown. 
‘Witness’s baggage was brought up by Chens 
ands Tibetan man. Li was not present al the 
time. He always left witness and Cheng on the 
road. Witness did not think Li was doing his 
duty. The soldiers were farnished by an official 
at Yenji. Cheng put his guo up against the 
wall of witness’s room, and left it there. ‘Then 
Cheng went downstairs, Li came upstairs 
about an hour after witness had arrived at 
the inn, Li a'so put his gun in the 
room and went downstairs. Neither soldier 
asked for his gun. They could have taken 
them hed they wanted to. At dawn next 
morning witness got up, as he had to makea 
long stage before nightfall. Tha baczave 1s 
packed up and witness ate his beako a. LL 


came up while witness was eating his brenk fast, | 


and said something about his gan. Witness 
asked him if he wished him to carry his gun for 
him. They found the height very trying. 
Witness had sometimes been over 20,100 feat 
above the sea. Li answered in the affirmative 
and picked up somo of the baggage and 
took it downstairs. Cheng ‘ook his gan and 
cartridge belt down. Everything was taken 
down except Li’s gun and belt. As witness 
was the last person to leave the hotel that day 
he carried them down with him. Witness was 
half awake and half asleep when he got down. 
Cheng began to call to sorssone and thea Li 
came into sight fifteen or twenty yards away 
beyond the horses. Witness saw he was running 
away again, and as he was very much afraid of 
these Tibétans he beckoned io Li to come back. 
Cheng and Li spoke together, and witness then 
ecolded Liin English. Li laughed at bim and 
witness took the gun and made a demonstration 
with it, Li got afraid and ran away. Cheng 
and witness laughedathim. Liran away straight 
to the rear, turned to the left, round the horses 
and corner of the wall, and disappeared. Then 
Cheng and witness walked down to (he corner 
of the wall, Hesaw Li atthe next corner. Li 
dodged round the next corner. then stood in full 
view, then disappeared again. Witness walked 
back and stood in front of the hotel and loaded 
the gun. He thought he would try it, to see 
if he understood its mechanism. Witness 
desired to fire it so that he conld use it if 
attacked by menor wild animals. He fired off 
the gun to the right of him, into the air, 
taking care not to hit the horses or the T'ibetan 
manat the corner, Then he unloaded the gun. 
He saw Cheng up above him, laughing and 
nodding his approval. He continual fo do xo 
while witness reloaded the gun. Tarning te 
the left witness saw a stone wall, some horses and 
trees. Ho fired the gun to the left after taking 
care not to hit the horses. Then he heard someone 
soream on his left. He thought it was a wo- 
man. He unloaded the gun, loaded it again 
and was about to shoot, when Cheng signed to 
him not to do so. He saw the cattle around 
him and thought he had better not shont again. 
He wal'ed to the left, and saw some Kyangs 
and a mule grazing, which ran away when it siw 
him, It was misty that morning and somewhat 
dark. He sawa Tibet in lying upon the ground. 
Prom where he was standing when he fired he 
ould not have seen this Tibetan. Neither shot 
was fired in anger, and he never struck Cheng. 
‘When witness saw the body he left the place at 
once, Cheng induced him to do so. Witness did 
not see Liagain that day. Witness walked up 
to the body and remained there a second.

He was completely 
unnerved at-the time. He was suffering from

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| pletely “gone” after this affair, Witness 
i thought Cheng made a statement to the Chinese 
| xuthorities at Arfangzs. Witness wassummoned 
to the yamén aad he surrendered the guu there. 
Choug and some ‘Libetans were there, (At 
this poiné witness broke down and Mr. Fleming 
| asked for a short adjourument while his client 
recovered.) 

On resuming witness stated that the Chinese 
authorities at Artungza discharged him saying 
that he had shot and wonoded a ‘Libetan 
accidantally but that if he had signed a paper 
he would te allk.wed to go free, shown his 
diary, witness stated that be wrofa tho entry 
quoted by the District Attorney three or four 
weeks after thoer-ut. He was too much broken 
up todo so at ths time. He wroto it up merely 
ax astory, I[+ never theugh! at the tims, 
tia’ it would bs doubted th.t it was an 
accident. It was then his intention to 
write a book, Whero the diary differed 
from bis present evidence it was be- 

| causa he had iveorporated suggestions made 
thy the Chinese as to the accident, 
Witness slept well tho night before the affair 
and he did uot awako augry with his Chinese 
soldiers. Ie did not see a bullet wound in the 
Tibetan’s eye. ‘I'he entry in the diary was 
pot down as the material fur a story. Witness 
went from Artungza to Likiangfu, a two weeks’ 
journey, where be was stepped in response to a 
tolagram from the Ciangking Consal ordering 
_i'auenil o be found b und and brought tu 
Ch-ungkiug. He was tried there by Chinese 
officials, and. as far as he knew, after twenty- 
| eight days they were satisfied that it was an 
accident. They said (hey could not keep their 
promixe to free him because thy American 
Con-ul had ordered them tu send him to Chung- 
king. It wasa six week's journey to Chang- 
king from Likiangfo. ‘l'ho travelling was very 
bad and witness was very weak when he arrived 
at Chungking. From Chengto to Tatsienlu 
witness carried fereign food. Afler that he 
had to liva on Tibetan food. There were 
ragged, uopopulated mountsins around Luka. 
When he fired wituess had oo intention 
of firing at, or intimidating auyone. He 
was merely trying the gun. Cheag abuacd 
Li for having kept out cf sight the 
previous day, Wituess und-rstood that it 
was Cheng’s ‘talement at Artougza that 
cleared him. Witness had never before fired 
aganin his life, tla was a cily-bred mau. 
Tuat morning be considered it was necessary to 
learn how to use the guo, At \ hougking 
Consal Mitchell did not eximine the Cuinese 
in witness's presance, [le was uct informed of 
his rigut to have an altarney, aud uny state- 
ments he ma:le thea ware roads vuder compulsion, 
‘T'he Consul was the mest contemptible cuaractor 
Wifness aver inet, 

Mr. Bassett. (hen begin to pat ques‘ivns on 
accused's st tements at Chingking (to tue U.S. 
Corsul). 

To thesa Mr. Fleming objected because the 
Chinese witnesses were not examined in his 
client's presence, and becauss he made these 
statements under compulsion. 

His Honour allowed the questions. 

Witness said itdid not matter wnat he said 
(o Mr, Mitchell, fe contradicted wilness and 
then pu it duwo as witness's oWwu slatement, 
He did not state to Mr. Mirchell that the 
body he saw was dead. {fe tought he told 
him that the rifle took t-n oartridges, and 
that he did not know bow many he 
bad put in, Ele might have stated that he 
thought the mao was sleeping ualil he got 
close and found the blood streamiog from a 
wound in his head.. He never told tue Consal 
that the man wag ded when be felt his pulse. 
Mr. Mitchell just wrote down what suited Lim in 
th sa notes. Witness did not remember scold- 
ing Li in Chines:, Ho did not know how many 
people lived in Laka. It was quite possible thas 
Cheng could see more than witness could, Cheng 
called witness back when ho had got to tha body. 
He could not see him motioning tothim to come 
back. Witness jast touched the Tibetan’s pulse 
hastily, but did not feel that it was aseless to 
attend him because it was too late, It was not 
a fact thit witness had been sure the mao Was 
dead until he discovered that it would be difficult 
to prove. 

On resuming, in reply to Mr. Bassett, witness 
stated that he had a passport in his possession 
entitling him to travel in Yunnan and Tibet— 


it was a passpert in English, issued by Mr. 
Rookhill, permitting him to travel “abroad,” 
He was advised by some missionaries to obtain 
a special passport, but was unable to do so. 
He was informed toat this passport limited his 
protection to four provinces. Chihli, Shanae, 
shensi and Szechuan. There was a limitation, 
he understood, of the Chinese Government's 
protection. Witness again identified his 
diary. It was written somewhere in Weat 
China. The entry conoarning the episode 
at Laku was written during his trial at 
Likiangfa. The entry of the preceding day— 
May 2’—was written partly on the same day 
and partly at Likiangfu. He thought he pur- 
chase! the notebook at Chéngtu. He could 
not r-memb:r when the entry of May 31 was 
made. Ha was too badly “ broke up” aftr the 
accident. Some of the eutries in the diary 
wero made on the dates mentioned, 

Re-oxamined — Witness was very much fright- 
encd when he discovered the body. 

By his Honour— Witness did not realise when 
he left the lama that he was dead. He doubted 
it to this day. is impression was that he had 
weunded the man.« 

His Honour said that the testimony of the 
witness Was pecnliar, to say the least, He was 
asking the Court to believe statements that 
exculpated him, and yet made statements that 
were highly improbable and lacking in frank. 
ness ‘The whole story indicated that ac. 
cuz d had kille’ this man. He stated that he 
had prepared notes for publication. These 
notes had been excladed on technical grounds. 
Thera were pregared woeks and months after 
the affair. rf 

Accused said that he had been very foolish all 
through. 

His {lonour remarked that if acoused had had 
any real doubt that he had killed the man he 
would have communicated it to his counsel, who 
would have made a good deal of it during 
the trial. 

Mr. Fleming replied that he had endeavoured 
throughout to show that the man was not dead: 

In reply to Mr. Bassett, accused stated that 
he could not help admitting the man was dead 
when the Chinese told bim so. He had told 
the ' Mercury,” in the notes delivered to them, 
that if the man were killed it was all an accident, 
Cousul Mitchell had given him the impression 
that the man was dead.

As the report and scconnts have been in your 
possession for a fortnight, I trust that, 
with your permiasion, they may as usual 
be taken as read. They do not leave 
much t» be said in olacidation. We muoh 
regret that the result of the year’s working 
compares so unfavourably with that of the 
previous two years, In view, however, of the 
generally depressed condition of the cotton 
industry during the year, we do not consider 
that the result, which shows a net profit of 
Tis, 55,581.22 and yields nearly nine per centon 
the capital stock is, uader the circamatances, 
discouraging. As stated in our report, the 
directors have felt it inexpedient to recommend 
division of any portion of the earnings ip a 
dividend, beariug in mind the continued dall- 
ness of trado in yarn and the desirability of 
conserving the reeources of the Company for‘its 
current reqairements, As will be observed by 
the accounts, our overdraft with our 
stands at the msximum permitted under 
our arrangement, and whilst our stocks of yarv, 
cotton and stores, more than cover the over- 
draft, and in fact show a substential book 


' surplus, a considerable sam of free 


capital is required which entails a heavy 
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charge. It is our aim to reduce this by all avail- 


able measares, and although the stock of yarn | 


brought forward on September 30 has -sinca 
been cleared, the funds thus released are required 
for farther purchases of cotton or absorb-d ia 
ite products. As indicated at our last macting. 
the outstanding debentures were called iu and 
paid off on March 81. During the year several 
changes in the Board have ocourred owing to the 
departure of members for hore. Among them it 
is fitting to bear tribute to the signal services 
of Mr. Poste, on his final retirement from 
China, who bore the onerous post of chairman, 
and by whose technical knowledge the Company 
materially benefitted. With the exception of 
some weeks in the carly aummer the mill has baen 
working full time throuchout the year and with 
satisfactory results as to the quantity and quality 
of the output, The mill has been maintained 
in full efficiency by renewal and repairs; tho 
sum-of Tis, 17,000 odd has been spent during 
the pe inupkeep. The buildings bave recaived 
their.ahara of attention and are in excellent 
repair.

SILK REPORT. 

During the last fortnight a veritable dabacle 
has taken place in our market, and prices have 
re :eded by about Y. 1.50 all round. The principal 
reason for this almost unprecedented fall has 
been the financial crisis experienced in New York, 
which caused a panic amous holders and pro- 
ducers of Raws, and gave the “ Bears’”’ free pla 
in the open market, as well as on the local Silk 
Ex thange, to such an extent that the latter place 
had finally even to be closed for the time being. 
Under these circumstances, all prices are absolutely 
nominal and irregular, and prospects for the 
future exceedingly gloomy. 

WABTE SILK. 

In reference to our report of the 4th Sep- 
tember, 1907, in which we called attention toa 
the fact that Foreign Waste Silk Merchants of 
Yokohama have resolved not to buy any Kibizzo 
(Kikai Kibizzo down to low grades) containing 
frau lulent matter, we regret to lave to report 
that Messrs. Carlowitz & Co. of Kobe cannot sea 
their way just at present to join this resolution. 
Market.—Holders being more inclined to meet 
huyers, a few transactions have gone through in 
Kibizzo Filafures, but in general the market still 
remains inactive with a declining tendency, 


PIECE GOODS. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
28th November, 1907, states:—It is regrettable 
that we have to refer once more to the big New- 
chwang failure, but this time it is merely to 
correct a stupid clerical error in our last report, 
when we referred to the loss as amounting to over 
six and a half lakhs of Taels instead of Millions! 
Thia we trust would have heen obvious to most, 
ag the previous week we said it amounted to over 
twenty-four lakhs. While on that subject it 
might be mentioned that the Central and Local 
Governments are reported to be lending assistance 
to the trade to the extent of two million taels, 
which is probably correct, as there are better 
accounts of that market, prices having advanced 
from eight to ten per cent., but axchange is vary 
much against this although gradually improving. 
More goods would be shipped up via Chingwantao 
in spite of the extra cost of transit, but the native 
banks are not inclined to grant any facilities, and 
sending them up on consignment means paying 
hard cash here and waiting a considerahle time 
for returns. The question as to stock now held 
in Tientsin, of America goods particularly, is 
puzzling the brains of many holders here, and it 
would be interesting to learn through their 
local agents approximately what there is. Being 
reliably posted on such pounts is of the greatest 
assistance to importers here, and we know of no 
better source through|which to obtain the inform- 
ation. It is said there isa large quantity of goods 
on storage in godowns in the Native City, 
which it would not be competent for most 
people to get any particulars of, but which a bank 
might. We zshall hope to receive some informa- 
tion on this’ subject before the close of the year, 
which we will publish for the good of trade 

y. Although Newchwany has practically 
stopped buying Tientsin has not «5 yet commenc- 
ed, as was anticipated would bs the case, and 
there is money bere waiting for investment it is 
said. The River markets are doing fairly well, 
and the water in the Yangtsze is subsiding 
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satisfactorily. Great things are expected of the 
Szechuen trade from all accounts, but there must 
be a lot a cargo waiting for transport for that to be 
possible. The vexatious agitation concerning the 
Railway loan is possibly acountable for sluggish- 
ness in the more neighbouring markets. but it is 
to be hoped the firm attitude of the Central 
Government will be efficacious in putting a stop 
to the puerile attempts to create tronble. It 
certainly shows that those at the head of affairs 
now are determined to stand no nonsense and are 
prepared to govern the Country without any 
extraneous assistance. The market in Manchester 
keaps very firm and importers are marvelling at 
the constant reports from thenc? that “ther- isa 
good enquiry for vour market and business ia 
going through.” That sort of “ wolf, wolft” cry 
has been practised too long and is falling flat. It 
ia calculated that prices here are nominally fully 
fifteen per cent. below replacing cost. that is 
what holders are willing to sell at, but they can- 
not even do that, so what is the use of pretending 
that these same man are buying fresh supplies. 
The Liverpool Cotton Market is steadily rising, 
to-day’s spot quotation for Mid American coming 
6.10d. and “futures” 5.60d. while for March 
option it is 5.78d. Egyptians has recovered to 
10-1/16d. In New York the price for Mid 
American has advanced to 10.71 cents. for 
January option. The demand for Yarna has 
somewhat subsided at the moment, but importers 
are sanguine and have recently bought 15 to 
20,000 bales in Romhay for this market. With the 
exception of a small enquiry from Japan for 
certain staple makes of Manchester goods, which 
can be bought here on much more favourable 
terms then direct, taere is scarcely any movement 
to report. The Auctions, however, are offering 
full supplies, and for the most part quite firm 
prices are being paid for both Greys and Whites 
of all descriptions, while clearances have greatly 
improved this week. Turkey Reds are only 
slightly easier while Fast Cotton Italians went at 
steady to firm prices. Woollens have not attracted 
much attention, and at the Auctions have 
generally gone in favour of the buyers. Cotton 
Yarn.—Indian.—The market has remained fairly 
ateady on the whole during the interval, what 
advances that hive bean made h-ing counteracted 
hy the decline in the Rupee rate of exchange. 
The demand har continued on much the same 
lines as last week, the bulk of the husiness done 
being for Szechuen. 


From Messrs. Ilhert & Co.'s Weekly Market 
Report, dated Shanghai, November 28, 1907:— 
There has been more doing in certain claases of 
foods and yarn this week, but a large proportion 
of the business reparted consista of re-sales b 
Chinese at very poor prices even compared with 
tha lower level to which most of the producing 
markets have fallan. As long as quotations here 
are from ten to fifteen per cent. below replacing 
cost, importers are patiently waiting in the ho 
that some improvement in currency prices will be 
obtainable ag the time approaches for Chinese 
to negotiate for spring requirements. Exchange 
seems to he still on the downward grade; the 
principal supports of the silver market have been 
withdrawn for the time being, and until confidence 
is restored in the West and lrighter prospects are 
discernible in India, it is difficult to see what can 
bring ahout a substanial recovery. American 
cotton has again advanced to 62. 10d per Ib., but 
the future of the inarket ia full of uncertainty ; 
the s:naller crop estimate may eventually be 
counter-balanced hy reduced consumptive demand, 
if the movement towards short time amonyat the 
Southern Mills extends. Tuternal demand for 
cotton woods in the States has been checked, in 
common with trade of every description, by the 
new policy of “turning on the light"; our market 
is unable to send any relief to manufacturers at 
present and the be it interests of the trade will he 
served by abstaining from pressing for new busi- 
ness until the Chinese have had time to reduce 
stucks to wuch smiller compass. The opinion of 
dealers ig that hefore long there will be more 
doing fer the Yangtsza Markets, but there is 
little or no improvement in the North generally. 
The reported Government as-istance to New- 
chwang has not brouyht about any change in the 
import market, whilst the influence of Tientsin is 
as depressing as ever. Some new Chinese houres 
have done a smal! husiness for Talienwan, which 
may develop further as time «oes on.
